German. Ex-Soldier’s Claim. for 
Time Credit. While _ Detained 
Abroad Reaches Wigh Tribunal.

' WASHINGTON, Oct. 28:—Whether a 
German who served jn the’ Kaiser's 
army during the World ‘War, but who 
had previously been a bona: fide resi- 
dent of the United States, can receive 
credit, in his application for naturaliza- 
tion, for the five-year period of domi» 
cile necessary to/ qualify as an Amer- 
ican.citizen despite his absence on for- 
eign soil, is a question the Supreme 
Court was asked to pass upon in a 
petition just submitted by the — 
ment of Justice. 

The case, that of Moritz ——— 
originated in the Southern District of 
New York. Neuberger came) to this 
country prior to 1914. He visited Ger- 
many that year and was impressed 
into the army, serving with the Third 
Bavarian Corps from October, 1914, 
until his discharge in December, 1918. 
He returned to New York in May, 
1921. He applied for citizenship papers 
in April, 1924, and asked that his resi- 
dence be recorded as commencing 
April, 1919. 

He contends that he was a bona fide 
resident of the United States before his 
visit to Germany and that his return 
to New’ York was prevented by war 
conditions in his native Idhd. 


The District Court in New York held’ 
that Neuberger was not legally admis- | 
sible to citizenship because ‘he had not | 
resided in this country for a period of 
five years continuously immediately 
preceding the date of filing his peti- 
tion. Circuit Court of Appeals 
overtu the decision and the De- 
partment of Justice asked the Supreme 
Court for a ruling.

FARM PRICES DROP ’ 
4 PER CENT. IN MONTH 


General Level As Now 130 Per 





' Index Pat at 83. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 °.—A ‘de- 
crease of 4 per cent. in the general 
level of farm prices was reported to- 
day by the Agricultural Department 
for the month ended Oct. 15: Prices 
dropped to 130 per cent. of the pre-war 
level, from 134 per cent. on Sept. 15 
and from 148 per cent. a year ago. 

‘The ;@ctober index was only ten 
points above the 1921 level.

Oats and barley prices advanced in 
the face of a decline in corn prices.

“To pursue the subject further, 
what games, sports, or diversions are 
unlawful aside from this act?

‘Therefore, to adopt this con- 
tention is to hold that the Legislature 
did a vain thing in.the use of these 
‘words in the act: We must not put 
guch a construction upon it, and there- 
fore it follows that it is unlawful to 
engage in any hunting, shootihg, sport 
or diversion on Sunday. Of course, 
this must be interpreted in a reason- 
able sense and not apply to one who 
“takes his family into the country on 
Sunday to enjoy the beauties of na- 
ture, evgn though that may be con- 
sidered a diversion.”

were called off in July, were about to 
be resumed with the same interests

Their return to the board was believed 
in Wall Street to remove the Furness- 
Withy syndicate from consideration as 


Ha purchaser of the White Star Line. 


In announcing the election of ,Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Steele to the board, 
the International; Mercantile Marine 
Company explained that negotiations 
for the sale of the White Star’ Line 
to interests with which Morgan, Gren- 
fell & Co. were identified had been 
terminated. It was further explained 
that Mr. Morgan and Mr. Stee e had 
“retired from the «board in April for 
the reason that the London firm of 
Morgan, Grenfell & Co. was interested 
in the syndicate negotiating for the 
purchase of the White Star Line. 

The announcement does not dispose 
of the rumors of »plans for the sale 
of the line to other interests and it 
was suggested yesterday that the I. 
M. M. management might have in mind 
a deal with —— group. It has been 
indicated that negotiations may be 
started after the termination of the 
British coal strike. 

One explanation generally accepted

After tracing the progress of educa- 
tion .from;ithgse éarly days, Dr. Fos- 
dick said the end of all true education [| 
is “to produce * genuinely. independent 
individuals. capable of taking intelli- 
gent charge of their own lives.’’ 

‘‘There cam have been in history,’’ he 
said, “few timés when an independent 
minority was more Geeply needed than 
now—men and women ;who dare to 
think. their own’ thoughts, stand on 
their own feet, take charge of their 
own lives. 

“We need men and women who know 
that the economic order.cannot remain 
as it-is, that we must look forward to 
a more decent day when the profit mo- 
tive sinks: and-the service motive rises 
into the ascendency; men and women 
who see'that a narrow nationalism will 
not do,, that, partiotism is not enough, 
that we were children of: one Father 
before we were American and British, 
French, German and Japanese+menh 
and women, that:is, who are above the 
prune ene ahead of the times.”
